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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Applicant's amendment of June 04, 2008 is acknowledged. It is noted that claims 1 and 5 are 
amended. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-13 and 16. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of prior art teaches or 
suggests a shielding cage comprising a diecast metal section extending from the front side over a first 
length; a sheet metal section extending from the rear side towards the front side over a second length; 
the diecast metal section comprises integrally formed mounting tails for mounting the diecast metal 
section to a circuit board.
